FRANCE, 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 

On Monday lait, we gave a fhort abftract of what 
paffed in the Aifembly ot France on the zoth and arit 
ult. tefpecting M. Necker’s plan of a new National 
Bank. Having fince received a fuller account of that 
matter than what has appeared in the Eoglith papers, 
and the fubjeét being of general importance, we have 
nO doubt ie will be agreeable to our readers to have it 
latd before them. 

“ M. Mirabean, inthe beginning of his fpeech, laid 
it down as an ettablithed and leading principle, appa- 
rently fimple in ifelf, but accompanied with many 
important confequences—“ That Bank is not felid, 
“ if it cannot give fecurity, not only that the notes 
*¢ iMfued by it fhall always be paid, but that they. be 
“© paid inftantly on their firlt being prefented by the 
© holder.” 3
